A MENACE TO THE POST-CARD 
BUSINESS. 

The post-card business which in recent 
years has become such a profitable side line 
for booksellers and stationers is threatened 
with serious loss through the pernicious 
activity of certain unscrupulous manufac¬ 
turers and dealers who are marketing at 
an alarming rate coarse, suggestive and, in 
some cases, positively obscene cards. It 
needs but a glance at many of the displays 
made by dealers to convince the most casual 
observer of the truth of this statement. If 
further proof were necessary it may be found 
in the reports of the post office inspectors 
who have found that the sending of im¬ 
proper cards through the mails has grown 
greatly during the past year, and in the 
warning to the postmasters to watch carefully 
for any mailing of even suggestive cards and 
orders to enforce the extreme penalty of the 
law in order to stop the nuisance. As a mat¬ 
ter of fact, millions of these cards have al¬ 
ready been confiscated and destroyed. 

This is as it should be, and it is to be 
hoped that all self-respecting dealers, who 
have their best interests at heart, will com¬ 
bine to force these unscrupulous and irre¬ 


sponsible manufacturers and dealers out of 
business. Pests of this character deserve no 
consideration. 

As the demand for the better grades of 
post-cards is steadily increasing, and as such 
cards may be had at almost any price, there 
is absolutely no excuse for keeping any others. 
The so-called “comics,” in many cases, are 
not funny, but coarse and suggestive, and a 
dealer who exposes them for sale in the 
hope of catching the “nimble penny” of the 
low-minded is certain to suffer the loss of 
the trade of his more fastidious customers. 
He will do more; he will help to bring into 
disrepute, and place a stigma upon a line 
of goods that, if properly handled, promises 
to yield to the dealer a handsome income for 
years to come. 

The dealer in post-cards should look upon 
himself, in a measure, as a factor in the 
education of his patrons, especially in the 
smaller towns and rural districts, as he also 
will certainly be held responsible for the 
tone of the goods that he distributes. His 
excuse that he must keep that for which 
there is a demand will avail him but little in 
the judgment of the majority of those of 
his patrons who hold the coarse and sugges¬ 
tive in art as well as in literature to be an 
offense to good taste and morals. In the 
case of improper post-cards the dealer who 
persists in catering to low tastes will sooner 
or later find himself in the toils of the law, 
and the respectable dealer will breathe easier 
when the gates of the jail have closed upon 
the last of his worst enemies.

The convention will be called to order by 
president W. Millard Palmer, on Tuesday 
morning, May 20, at ten o’clock. The session, 
will be held in the large assembly room of the 
H'otel Victoria, at the S. E. corner of Broad¬ 
way and Twenty-seventh Street, and the Vic¬ 
toria will be the headquarters of the Associa¬ 
tion during the convention.

The question of a 
belter price on fiction, for example, is one 
thing that is coming before this meeting for 
discussion.

The cry comes from 
every section of the country that something 
be done to better conditions. What is the 
best course to pursue? Is it a matter for 
local arrangement or should the national body 
take it in hand? How to bring it about 
without injustice to any one concerned is for 
this convention to decide. 

The officers of the American Booksellers’ 
Association cordially invite to the sessions of 
the convention every one who is identified in 
any way with the book business, either as 
author, publisher, travelling man or salesman. 
We want to make this invitation broad and 
sweeping —interest in the hook business will 
be the only credential required. This is a 
convention of the booktrade, and all who are 
in any way interested will be most cordially 
welcomed. 

The eighth annual dinner will be given on 
Tuesday evening, May 20, at the rooms of the 
Aldine Association, in Fifth Avenue, New 
York City. Those who were hunting in vain 
for seats last year might better file their ap¬ 
plications early, as the space of the Aldine 
Association’s dining room is limited, and this 
banquet is going to be one never to be for¬ 
gotten. 

Any member of this Association, or any 
member of the trade in general who is unable 
to be present at the convention who has any 
suggestions to offer, is requested to address 
them to me at 27 East Twenty-second Street, 
New York City, and the matter will be pre¬ 
sented to the convention.

OBITUARY. 

JACOB F. DENGLER 

It is with deep regret that we note the sud¬ 
den death, on April 17. at Seattle, Wash., of 
Jacob F. Dengler, the universally beloved and 
respected representative of E. P. Dutton & 
Co. Dengler spent the evening of the 16th 
inst., at the Moore Theater, with his friend 
Will D. Wilson, manager of the book de¬ 
partment of Lowman & Hanford. Starting 
for home, shortly after midnight—on April 



17—Dengler and Wilson parted at Second 
Avenue and Madison Street. It had begun 
to rain and the sidewalk was slippery. 
Dengler when part way down the Mad¬ 
ison Street hill slipped and fell in such a 
manner that his left leg was caught under 
him. He tried to get up, but found that his 
leg had been fractured, and then called for 
assistance. He was promptly taken to a hos¬ 
pital, where an operation was performed. 
Dengler apparently recovered from the effects 
of the anesthetic; indeed, after the operation 
he conversed with the doctors for a short 
time, when, without warning, he sank back in 
his attendant’s arms dead. Will D. Wilson 
and his old friend W. R. Spinney, of Thomas 
Y. Crowell & Co., who was in Seattle at the 
time, made the arrangements to have his body 
sent home, at Highwood Park, Weehawken, 
N. J., where the funeral services were held 
on the evening of April 25. 

“Jake” Dengler was born in Germany, Oc¬ 
tober 14, i860, and was brought to this coun¬ 
try by his parents when an infant. His 
early youth was spent in the old village of 
Williamsburgh, L. I., now a* part of Greater 
New York, Borough of Queens. In Septem¬ 
ber, 1876, he entered the employ of G. W. 
Carleton & Co., and seven years later left 
them to take a position with E. P. Dutton & 
Co. After a short period of initiation Dengler 
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started to travel for the Duttons, and from 
1883 until the day of his death he represented 
them on the road, at one time or another, from 
Maine to California. In later years he cov¬ 
ered only the larger Eastern cities and the 
Pacific Coast. Two years ago, on April 18, 
Dengler and his friend C. C. Skepmoes, of 
the Oxford University Press, who shared his 
room, had a narrow escape from the San 
Francisco earthquake. 

Dengler’s life was one of loyal devotion to 
his firm, to his family and to his friends. 
Never showy or demonstrative, he neverthe¬ 
less was, as C. W. Sanders, of the St. Paul 
Book and Stationery Company, wrote to Mr. 
Macrae, of E. P. Dutton & Co., “the greatest 
friend-maker who ever travelled.” A few 
hours after the news of his death became 
known dozens of messages of regret from 
different parts of the country were received 
by Dengler’s firm. When the news was 
broken to his associates in the store there was 
not a dry eye—every one was too much moved 
to even utter a word. Those whom he had left 
only a few days before, in good health and 
as robust and strong in appearance as ever, 
could hardly realize that the story -was true. 
Edward H. Lapham, of A. C. McClurg & Co., 
wrote: “Your representative, Mr. Dengler, 
left us last Saturday evening, [April n,J in 
perfect health and in good spirits, on his 
coast trip; therefore it was a terrible shock 
to hear of his sudden death in Seattle yester¬ 
day. It was always a pleasure to have him 
call on us, as he always had a pleasant smile 
and good word for every one.” The J. K. 
Gill Co. telegraphed: “Dengler’s death great 
shock—his character had greatly endeared 
him to us.” John H. Cook, the president of 
G. W. Dillingham Co., successors to Dengler’s 
first employers, writes us: “Dengler was much 
liked by his employers and fellow-clerks. Per¬ 
sonally, I regarded his character from his 
boyhood until his death as absolutely spot¬ 
less, and I always esteemed him.” 

And so the record runs—clear from all 
sources. All who knew Dengler loved him, 
and all are now ready to lay a tribute of re¬ 
spect and of loving memory on his bier. Be¬ 
loved by all, he will be sincerely mourned by 
those of his colleagues who appreciate a man 
who was first and always square—square with 
his house, with his family, with his friends 
and with himself. Dengler was a member of 
Atlantic Lodge, No. 178, F. and A. M., of the 
Royal Arcanum, (Hoboken Council, No. 99,) 
and a charter member of The Booksellers’ 
League. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Charles Edward Richmond, vice-president 
of the Richmond & Backus Company, of De¬ 
troit, Mich., died in that city on April 7, of 
injuries sustained getting off a street car 
about ten days previously. Mr. Richmond 
had suffered from locomotor ataxia for eight 
or ten years, and was compelled to use 
crutches. Mr. Richmond was a son of the 
late A. Richmond, one of the founders of the 
well-known stationery manufacturing house, 
and was born in Detroit August 1, 1862. He 


was made a director in his father’s firm when 
it was incorporated in 1885. The firm was 
originally known as Richmond & Backus, and 
began business in Detroit in 1842 as printers, 
publishers and stationers. In March, 1897, 
the firm took over the business of the Penin¬ 
sular Printing Company and was incorporated 
as ihe Richmond & Backus Company. 

John H. Mandigo, for twenty years sport¬ 
ing editor of the New York Sun, died on 
April 15, in Brooklyn, N. Y., at the age of 
fifty. He began his newspaper career as an 
office boy at the age of seventeen, and after 
several years developed into an expert base¬ 
ball reporter. He was one of the best scorers 
in the country, and was considered the first 
man to write what is known as a “technical 
story” of a ball game. 

Henry Chadwick, known all over the 
country as the “Father of Baseball,” died in 
Brooklyn, N. Y., on April 20. Mr. Chadwick 
was born at Exeter, Eng., on October 5, 1824. 
He was one of the most widely-known writers 
on sporting topics in the United States, and 
was for years the authority on baseball, at 
whose suggestion many of the rules and 
methods of the game were altered. “Chad¬ 
wick’s Game of Baseball,” his “The League 
Guide” and other books on cricket and base¬ 
ball are standard text books on their subjects.

It is now an open secret that the author of 
“Another Three Weeks,” a burlesque of Mrs. 
Glyn’s novel, is James S. Metcalfe, of Life . 

Lincoln Steffens has ceased his active 
connection with The American Magazine, and 
will for several years at least devote himself 
to sociological studies. 

Mrs. Daniel Lothrop, (“Margaret Sid¬ 
ney,”) author of the famous Pepper books, 
etc., reached New York Saturday, April 11, 
on the Baltic , after a year abroad with her 
daughter, Miss Margaret Lothrop. She will 
spend two weeks in Washington and reopen 
her home, “The Wayside,” Concord, Mass., 
on May 1. 

Heny Wood has just placed with Lothrop, 
Lee & Shepard Co. an important work en¬ 
titled “The New Old Healing,” in which he 
discusses fully the Christian Healing Move¬ 
ment of the present day, which, he claims, 
was largely formulated by himself as long 
ago as 1893, and traces its underlying, prin¬ 
ciples through the period of remote history, 
including Biblical times, showing that the 
modern movement is essentially the same as 
the earlier manifestations of the power of 
mind over matter. 

After a year of secrecy, during which some 
pretty wild guesses have been made as to who 
was the author of “As the Hague Ordains: 
Journal of a Russian Prisoner’s Wife in 
Japan,” (Holt,) it is at last revealed that she 
is Miss Eliza Ruhamah Scidmore, a resident 
of Washington, a prominent member of the 
National Geographic Society, author of a 
number of standard books., including some 
on Alaska, “Jinriksha Days in Japan,” “West¬ 
ward to the Far East,” etc. 
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JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

When Thomas Bailey Aldrich was a young 
man he lived at what is now 33 West Eighth 
Street, New York City. He soon made the 
acquaintance of the literary men of those 
days—Bayard Taylor, Stoddard, Stedman, 
Fitz-James O’Brien, George Arnold and N. 
P. Willis. In the May Scribner Ferris 
Greenslet, who has been chosen the biog¬ 
rapher of Aldrich, will have a paper describ¬ 
ing the early career of “Aldrich in New 
York,” with many illustrations from contem¬ 
porary portraits. 

It is reported from China that the oldest 
newspaper in the world, the Pekin Gazette , is 
about to suspend publication. The first num¬ 
ber appeared in 911 a.d., and since 1351, more 
than a century before the discovery of Amer¬ 
ica, it has appeared regularly as the official 
government organ of the imperial court. The 
Chinese Government will now supplant the 
publication bv the Government Gazette, which 
will be much larger and conducted along 
more modern lines. It will be the official 
government organ.

Rhodes will be remembered as the author of 
two successful novels, “The Lady and the 
Ladder” and “The Flight to Eden,” and also 
as the collaborator with Anthony Hope in the 
play “Captain Dieppe,” made known to Amer¬ 
ican audiences a year or so ago by John 
Drew. To introduce Mr. Rhodes’s new book, 
Little, Brown & Co. have printed the first 
chapter, “His Impertinence,” separately, for 
free distribution.

Nimrod’s “Condition of Hunters, their 
Choice and Management,” the veterinary por¬ 
tions of which are brought up to date by 
Frank Townend Barton. The illustrations 
include the original Turner lithographs. 
Charles James Apperley, better known as 
“Nimrod,” stands out pre-eminently as one 
of the greatest of writers on fox hunting and 
hunters. They have also just ready, in the 
Country Handbooks series, “The Insect 
Book,” a pocket volume on insect life of the 
garden, waterside, woodland and meadow, by 
W. Percival Westell, and illustrated with 
photographs by R. B. Imisson; and “Ashes,” 
a novel by a Sardinian author, Grazia De- 
ledda, a picture of simple country life set in a 
poetic background of human suffering, telling 
the tale of a mother’s love and abnegation. 

Harper & Brothers have taken over from 
Romeyn Beck Hough, the son of Franklin B. 
Hough, first Commissioner of Forestry in 
this country, an edition of his “Handbook of 
the Trees of the Northern United States and 
Canada, East of the Rocky Mountains.”

A measured back¬ 
ground to indicate size, an entirely original 
device, a small map indicating the localities 
where each specimen is found, a key and a 
glossary, all contribute to the completeness 
of this trusty guide to trees. 

The Bobbs-Merrill Company have just 
brought out a story of adventure entitled 
“The Coast of Chance,” by Esther and Lucia 
Chamberlain. This extraordinary story of 
the big game of life played to the utmost with 
masculine bravado and feminine finesse, turns 
about a sapphire ring of antique design and 
immense value which was stolen while on pri¬ 
vate exhibition in San Francisco, Cal. It 
then comes into the possession of a wealthy 
society girl. In spite of herself, and in spite 
of her fiance, she falls in love with the man 
whom she knows to be the thief—a man char¬ 
acter among the most striking in recent fic¬ 
tion. As a souvenir to the booktrade the

The 
reproduction is an unusual and striking piece 
of jewelry, and is accompanied by a poster on 
stiff cardboard to hang up in the show win¬ 
dow, calling attention to the fact that it is 
an exact reproduction of the famous ring, 
valued at $75,000, told about, etc., in “The 
Coast of Chance.” 

George W. Jacobs & Co. will publish shortly 
"“The Complete Lawn Tennis Player,” which 
treats of the science and technique of the game, 
the varying methods of the world’s greatest 
players, the training of the body and the 
mind, and national and international competi¬ 
tions. Expert advice is offered on the con¬ 
struction and maintenance of courts, the man¬ 
agement of clubs and tournaments, refereeing 
and other practical matters. The writer of 
the book is A. Wallis Myers, whose name is 
known among expert players both at home 
and abroad. They will bring out in May a 
book on “Advanced Golf,” by James Braid, 
the world’s champion for the last three years. 
Notwithstanding its title, the book is not in¬ 
tended only for expert players, but for any 
one who has once fairly grappled with the 
early difficulties, even if he has not mastered 
them. Its aim is to point the way to all who 
know anything about golf, whether poor play¬ 
ers or good ones, to a better and surer kind 
of game. They also announce for May 
“Brunhilda of Orr’s Island,” a new story by 
William Jasper Nicolls, author of “Gray- 
stone,” etc. As the title suggests, this is a 
good summer story, with Orr’s Island and 
the charming surroundings of Casco Bay as 
a setting. 

G. P. Putnam’s Sons announce a volume 
of lectures delivered before the Lowell Insti¬ 
tute in Boston entitled “The Problem of Age, 
Growth, and Death,” by Dr. Charles Sedg¬ 
wick Minot, Professor of Comparative Anat¬ 
omy in Harvard University and author of 
“Human Embryology.” The present volume, 
which is the result of nearly thirty years of 
study, touches on almost all the branches of 
biology, dealing with some of its fundamental 
problems, and presenting the final conclusions 
of the author. .Dr. Minot maintains that some 
of the established notions concerning the 
process of growing old are incorrect, and he 
presents new scientific conceptions to take 
their place. Pie asserts, for example, that 
most of the change which results in old age 
goes on exceedingly early in the life of the 
individual, and that in old persons the process 
of growing old is slower than at any other 
period. The book centres about the deter¬ 
mination of the rate of growth, which has 
been supplemented by a study of the micro¬ 
scopic changes in the cells of the body which 
accompany advancing age.
